Just the Facts, Ma'am

It's only natural that a proposal for 
the disposal of hazardous wastes in a 
particular community would become a 
matter of public interest. People are con- 
cerned for their own health and well- 
being — and, even more so, for that of 
their children. Since the average citizen 
is not an expert on the subject of waste 
disposal, his/her first instinct is often to 
view such a proposal with caution, even 
fear, because he/she is unsure of its 
safety. Emotions may runhigh as aresult. 

But it sometimes happens that a 
closer look into such an issue not only 
negates our initial concerns, but brings 
to light actual benefits, as well. This is the 
case, we believe, with the commercial 
Class | hazardous-waste injection well 
which Environmental Disposal Services, 
Inc. (EDS) has constructed in Romulus, 
and which—unless the City is successful 
in its lawsuit against EDS — will begin 
operation in the spring of 1994. 

Although groups such as RECAP 
(Romulus Environmentalists Care About 
People) have been very vocal in their 
opposition to the well, most of their as- 
sertions have been, at best, misconcep- 
tions based onfear-inspired rumors (Such 
as the belief that residents whose prop- 
erty is located near the well would have 
to disclose that fact to potential buyers if 
they attempted to sell their property in 
the future). At worst, they have been 
unsubstantiated allegations (forexample, 
the vicious —butundocumented— gossip 
about shady deals involving Councilman 
Pete Bergeron, whose father-in-law 
owned part of the property now used by 
EDS) and downright untruths (such as 
statements claiming that hazardous- 
waste wells are banned in Canada and 
throughout Europe). 

But responsible decisions about is- 
sues of such grave import cannot be 
made on the basis of rumors; we need 
reliable information from the people who 
are experts in the field. As the character 
of Jack Webb on the old Dragnet series 
used to say, when dealing with a well- 
meaning but hysterical witness who had

a tendency to digress from the issues 
relevantto acase: "Just the facts, ma'am." 

The fact is — and, believe me, we 
have spent a great deal of time checking 
into this — we can't find a single instance 
where EDS has not followed the rigorous 
permitting process established by the 
Michigan Department of Natural Re- 
sources and United States Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency. Even State Rep- 
resentative Gregory Pitoniak, whose 
concerns about liquid industrial wastes 
have led him to submit a bill request to 
ban commercial hazardous waste wells 
in Michigan, has found no instance where 
EDS has not followed State and Federal 
guidelines: "| am pleased that plans for 


this injection well have been dealt with in 


a responsible and carefully planned 
manner," he told The Romulus News. 
The location, construction, and op- 


eration of hazardous-waste wells is a 


matter governed not by local govern- 
ment bodies, but by State and Federal 
agencies. The reason for such municipal 
preemption is simple: While most people 
are realistic enough to admit the need for 
such facilities, almost no one wants one 
in his own backyard. The City is trying to 
halt the well's operation by saying that 
the site is not properly zoned for such a 
facility, but the overwhelming majority of 
the sources we have consulted state, 
over and over again, that local zoning 
simply is not relevant in this case be- 
cause the State and Federal regulations 
supersede local ordinances. 
ltis for this reason that we would like 
to see the City of Romulus drop its law- 
suit against EDS. Already, $100,000 of 
City funds have been diverted from other 
parts of the budget to covercosts related 
to the case, and Mayor Beverly McAnally 
admits it is extremely unlikely that this 
sum will be sufficient to cover all costs 
incurred. It is our belief — and the belief of 
many other residents, as well — that 
gambling such a large sum of taxpayer 
dollars is unwise, considering the slim 
chance of winning. Even City attorney 
Barry Seifman was —in a December 19,

Engineering Firm Replies 
to Mayor's Remarks 
Dear Mayor McAnally: 

The purpose of this letter is to re- 
spond to your comment inthe November 
27,1993, issue of the Detroit Free Press. 
We read with some concern that you 
were quoted as saying, "Itdoes not please 
me to. think it might come up in Van 
Buren, Inkster, or anywhere else” in ref- 
erence to the injection of fluids into the 
EDS (Environmental Disposal Systems, 
Inc.) well. Since this comment may be 
based on some misunderstanding, we 
would like to take this opportunity to 
further explain some facts regarding the 
EDS Class | deepwell project. 

There has never been an instance of 
Surface or drinking-water contamination 
due to operation of a Class | disposal well 
constructed and operated according to 
current USEPA (United States Environ- 
mental Protection Agency) standards. 
Because these rigorous siting and con- 
struction requirements have been fol- 
lowed during the drilling and completion 
of the EDS disposal well, there is no 
basis for fear that waste will "come up" in 
Romulus or any other surrounding 
communities. 

Petrotek Engineering Corporation 
provided well construction and testing 
services during the installation of EDS 
Well #1-20. Based on this involvement 
and our deepwell experience, the data 
collected strongly indicate that operation 
ofthe EDS well according to strict USEPA 
requirements will be protective of human 
health and the environment. As you are 
aware, more than four thousand feet of 
layered rock are present between the 
surface and the permitted EDS injection 
formation. The rocks below approxi- 
mately 100 feet contain natural brine 
water. The salinity of these fluids in- 
creases with depth. Many alternating 
layers of very tight rock are present inthe 
subsurface which have isolated these 
brine fluids from each other and the 
surface over many millions of years. The

Dear McAnally, 

I feel compelled to write to you regarding Environmental Disposal Systems Well 1-20: the new deep injection well for hazardous wastewater disposal sited 
in Romulus. 3 

[have been a Michigan resident for over 20 years and feel very strongly that protection of our quality environment in Michigan should be a priority. Rational 
thought and planning, coupled with innovative technology and resource utilization, can be our best ally in the pursuit of environmental protection. 

My position as Professor of Geology and Director of the Michigan Basin Core Research Laboratory gives me a broad perspective and extensive database 
to analyze and interpret Michigan's geology and resources. As director of the Core Laboratory, I have participated in and supervised numerous studies of Michigan 
geology, including a statewide assessment of the "Basal Sandstone" Mt. Simon Formation as a potential unit for wastewater injection and confinement. This is 
the rock strata involved in the well in Romulus. This assessment was part of a four-state, north-central region study commissioned by the Underground Injection 
Practices Council and funded by the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency. The report of this study, published in 1989, is entitled "Hydrogeologic and 
Hydrochemical Assessment of the Basal Sandstone and overlying Paleozoic Age Units for Wastewater Injection and Confinement in the North Central Region.” 
In the preface of this document, the Underground Injection Practices Council states that "The practice of deep well disposal of liquid waste has been, is currently, 
and will likely remain, an important part of the overall solution to proper disposal of hazardous and non-hazardous wastes. In that light, this report should serve 
as a valuable tool for persons concerned with the placement and use of deep well disposal systems." 

This report is available from the Groundwater Protection Council in Oklahoma. Seventy-seven wells were used in this study, including six from Wayne 
County. I have also examined all the geologic data from the Romulus well and find it to be consistent with our previous study. 

I have followed the community and media debate about this facility since I attended a public information session at the Romulus High School in October. 
I must say that I am shocked by the misinformation and incorrect statements that permeate this debate. Several published media articles have quoted scientists, 
like Dr. Amold Bouma of Louisiana State University and Dr. Donald Stierman of the University of Toledo, with seemingly valid comments that use innuendo 
and generalization to cast doubt on the safety of a well like the Romulus project. If you examine the credentials of these reputable scientists you will find that 
they do not have any experience in Michigan geology or the specifics of underground injection wells in the region. I would consider their comments irrelevant 
to the issues of Michigan. It is also distressing that emotional responses based on false concepts are influencing public opinion. Because of the recent public 
concem for the safety of this well and your responsibility as a civic leader, I am sure that you want to be well informed on the scientific issues about this disposal 
well. 

Several important questions need to be asked by anyone purporting to make an informed judgment about the safety of underground injection technology, 
in general, and the Romulus well, in particular. 

1. Does the operating company have a corporate history of reliable and responsible operation of similar facilities? Do they have the technical expertise 
necessary to do the job properly? This can be easily determined from records kept by state and federal permitting agencies. New permits are not issued to 
irresponsible companies. To my knowledge, Environmental Disposal Systems and their personnel bring many years of responsible and innovative experience 
in Michigan and other areas to the Romulus project. 

2. Are the geologic conditions proper for the type of installation being developed? Can the waste be effectively confined to the injection layer? Is the region 
prone to earthquakes or other natural disasters that might put the injection well atrisk? The Underground Injection Practices Council report cited above carefully 
addressed these questions. I have enclosed a copy of the conclusions of this report for your information. It indicates that southern Michi gan has excellent geologic 
formations to receive and contain liquid wastes. The injection formation is thousands of feet below the thin, near-surface, dnnking water aquifer. The risk of 
earthquakes has been examined and is extremely low to non-existent in southern Michigan. The suggestion by Professor Stierman (University of Toledo) that 
fluid injection into the Romulus well might trigger local earthquakes like those in Rangely, Colorado, is not realistic. The geology in Colorado is vastly different 
than Michigan. The Rangely area contains regionally stressed, highly fractured granite that had a long earthquake history prior to wastewater injection. Michigan's 
rocks are not under those types of stresses and contain almost no fractures. Breaking strength tests have been performed on various Michigan strata and suggest 
that forces much higher than the proposed injection pressures would be necessary to rupture the rocks. 

It is my fervent hope that rational and measured thought go into every decision that we make. This can only be achieved by education and a conscious effort 
to avoid emotional responses that cloud our judgment. It is also important that hidden agendas not be promulgated in the guise of public good. I teach my students 
to acquire all the relevant facts, ignore the irrelevant ones, and form a logical opinion. I would be happy to provide you with any additional information so that 
you and the citizens of Romulus can make the best decision about the deep disposal well. I hope that you do not let a small, vocal, uninformed minonity dictate 
decisions that may not represent the best interests of the entire community. Thank you for your time in reading this letter.

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Romulus Profile: “Mike” McClellan

When Donald "Mike" McClellan, the 
son of divorced parents, graduated from 
high school in his hometown of Croswell, 
Michigan, he began working in the tool- 
and-die trade. Considering this some- 
what worldly background, it is not sur- 
prising that his life-style included smok- 
ing cigarettes and drinking alcohol — and 
not, as the 45-year-old said recently, 
“living the Christian way." 

Allof this changed dramatically, how- 
ever, when — in 1982 — McClellan ac- 
cepted the Lord. Currently pastor at 
Romulus Wesleyan Church (located at 
37300 Goddard), the four-year Romulus 
resident was queried about his new life 
following his religious conversion. 

"A year later," he replied, "! was 
involved in a discipleship at Croswell 
Wesleyan Church. It was through this 
program that my heart was opened ito 
what God wanted me to do. On the last 
Sunday in December of 1984, the Lord 
spoke to me and called me into the 
ministry." 

McClellan immediately acceptedthe 
Lord's beckoning, and September 1985 
found him and his family pulling up long- 
standing roots and moving to Central, 
South Carolina. There, McClellan began 
attending Central Wesleyan College. 

Although scholastically rusty from 
being out of schoolfor 18 years, McClellan 
graduated from the Christian college in 
1989 with a bachelor of arts degree in 
religion. Soon after, he embarked on a 
Wesleyan procedure called "candidat- 
ing." Through this program, McClellan 
would visit — and conduct services at — 
various Wesleyan churches in order to 
discover the particular church that 
seemed right for him and, conversely, 
whether he was right for the church of his 
choice. 

"| had 'candidated' at about five 
churches," said McClellan, "before receiv- 
ing a phone call from the District Super- 
intendent in Grand Blanc. He asked me 
to candidate here at Romulus’ church. 

"Prior to that," he continued, "I had 
asked the Lord to show me which church 
to go to by having someone accept Him 
while | was there at the church — and, 
during my first sermon, that's exactly 
what happened here in Romulus.” 

Later, while driving back to South 
Carolina to await the Church's decision 
concerning his acceptability, McClellan 
told his wife Charlene, "That's the church 
we're going to!" And, indeed, it was, as 
he soon received word that the decision 
of the Romulus church was favorable. 
Thus, on August 27, 1989, McClellan 
assumed the pastorate at the Romulus 
Wesleyan Church. 

While instituting a number of pro- 
grams within the Church, McClellan has 
seen his congregation grow impressively 
from50 members to its current tally of 85. 


When asked to outline the Church's 
diverse activities, McClellan seid, "On 
Sundays, we have an Enrichment Hour 
for all ages, followed by our actual wor- 
ship service; on Sunday evenings, we 
have a Celebration Hour. Additionally, 
among others, we have programs spe- 
cifically forchildren, teens, young adults, 
and Wesleyan women." 

The Pastor then noted that the 
Church recently initiated a senior-citizen 
program which is led by Church member 
Barbara Schultz. McClellan also con- 
ducts an open Bible study from 7:15 to 
7:45 p.m. each Friday at Romulus’ D &R 
Auto. 

"We started doing this at their re- 
quest,” explained McClellan. "At first, it 
was just for D & R employees, but now 
it's open to everyone." 

Rounding out his brief summary of 
the Church's doings, McClellan men- 
tioned that the recently formed Drama 
Club will be presenting its premiere per- 
formance — a Christmas play — at the 
Church on Sunday, December 19, be- 
ginning at 6 p.m. The show -— free of 
charge — is open to all, and will be fol- 
lowed by a period for fellowship. 

Talking of the events which have 
given him the most satisfaction during 
his time in Romulus, McClellan said, "It's 
beenvery gratifying to see several people 
within our congregation being called into 
the ministry. 

"Also," he added, "at this point, our 
congregation has grown enough that 
we're ready for expansion of the build- 
ing. It's all in the talking stage now, al- 
though we have been checking on the 
availability of the park just behind the 
Church." 

Yet another satisfaction, said the 
Pastor, has been seeing alot of lives won 
for the Lord. He thentold of a young man 
who was diagnosed with terminal cancer. 

"He accepted the Lord on a Friday 
night," said McClellan, "and passed away 
Sunday morming. At the moment of his 
death, his mother told me that she saw a 
large number of sea gulls circling slowly 
overhead. Suddenly, the gulls flew away 
— except for one. That lone sea gull 
continued to circle and, finally, flew away 
to join the rest of the flock." 

The one thing that gives McClellan 
difficulty in his highly charged ministry is 
"learning to wait on God's time.” For 
example, he said, there are times when 
he knows that lives are being wonder- 
fully changed by God, and he has an 
understandably natural desire for want- 
ing the Lord to accomplish these good 
things quickly, in our human time-frame. 
But of course, he continued, God's time 


~ is notourtime, and we must be patient in 


waiting on the Lord. ! 
Other than the proposed building 
expansion, McClellan's future plans in- 





clude continuing his present ministry and 
working to stabilize 7is new programs. 
Once the programs are firmly estab- 
lished, he willthen begin setting up small- 
group Bible studies as well as various 
support groups. 

Said McClellan, "We wish to be- 
come more active in the Romulus com- 
munity. In fact, | believe that the overall 
plan for our church is to help the commu- 
nity as much as possible. | feel that it's 
through these Bible and support groups 
— once they're running smoothly — that 
we'll best be able to become more in- 
volved within the community." 

McClellan's wife Charlene works in 
the home and is also very active within 
the Church, heading up one of the youth 
groups and directing the Church's "Ladies 
in Faith Together" group. Charlene is, as 
McClellan cheerfully put it, "my greatest 
supporter!"

Pitoniak Reports on School Funding Reform 


(Editor's note: The purpose of the 
"Local Commentary" column is to pro- 
vide citizens with an opportunity to ex- 
press their viewpoint on issues of inter- 
est to the people who live and work in 
Romulus.

| welcome the opportunity to provide 
for my Romulus constituents an update 
onthe most important issue | have faced 
during my five years in the Michigan 
House of Representatives. In some re- 
spects, to resolve the issue of school 
finance reform is to reckon with two sig- 
nificant defects in our current depen- 
dence upon the property tax to fund 
public schools: the great tax burden it 
places on homeowners and the uneven 
and unfairfunding levels it has created in 
Michigan school districts. 

The taxpayers in my House district 
are Clearly taking the brunt of the tax 
burden in our current system. Though 
the Statewide average for school operat- 
ing mills is just over 34 mills, both of the 
school districts that | represent are levy- 
ing over 45 mills in order to maintain the 
spending levels that the local school 
boards feel are necessary. Consequently, 
given the opportunity on July 21 of this 
year to vote for abolishing the property 
tax — as of July, 1994 — as the primary 
means for funding Michigan's public 
schools, | chose to vote yes. It was the 
most difficult decision | made in my ten- 
ure as a Representative because of the 
inherent risk of abolishing the property 
tax without first having the needed re- 
placement revenue agreed upon. The 
decision | made to vote "yes" on Senate 
Bill 1 (now Public Act 145) was rooted in 
my experience that the reform of public 
school finance had to be "forced"; that 
many years of dedicated effort in the 
State Capitol to negotiate this issue had 
proven that achieving consensus was 
not possible unless we confronted a real 
and specific deadline. 

Since that vote, | have advised all 
who have commended or chastised me 
on my decision that more would follow. | 
have been involved in the "redesign" of 
Michigan's public school system as a 
member of the House Democratic Educa- 
tion Task Force and a member of the 
House Taxation Committee. It has been 
a hope and goal of mine that the Legisla- 
ture and Governor would reach agree- 
ment by December 31 of this year onthe 
replacement revenues for funding 
Michigan's public school system. The 
Michigan House of Representatives has 
done what is necessary to meet this 
deadline. On Friday, December 10, the 
House passed — and sent to the Senate 
with strong bipartisan support — a com- 
prehensive school finance, funding, and 
quality-reform package of bills. As of 
December 15, the Senate had not yet

they will do so within the next 10 days. 

More likely, | believe that the Demo- 
cratic and Republican legislative leaders 
from both the House and Senate will 
meet to negotiate a compromise pro- 
posal to be voted upon by both cham- 
bers before our self-imposed deadline of 
January 1, 1994. If we cannot reach 
agreement by then, negotiations willcon- 
tinue beyond January 1, with the abso- 
lute deadline being July 1, 1994, when 
the property-tax cut takes effect. After 
January 1, all legislation needing to be 
effective in the same year (i.e. 1994) will 
then require a two-thirds vote of both 
legislative chambers.

1990 letter to Romulus Building Depart- 
ment director David Paul — less than 
positive about the City's chances of dis- 
puting the well's location in Romulus, 
stating, ". .. we are of the opinion thatthe 
current status of state law appears to 
preempt any local regulation of all haz- 
ardous waste." 

But just as important as the fact that 
EDS has, in our opinion, satisfactorily 
established its legal right to be here, is 
the fact that the operation of this well 
could be of benefit to our community ina 

uple of ways. 

The first of these benefits — financial 
— is not limited to the five-percent "roy- 
alty" which EDS has proposed paying to 
the City onan annual basis . . . although, 
in these lean economic times, the esti- 
mated $500,000 per year which the City 
could reap is certainly not a figure to be 
sneezed at. It should be noted that the 
availability of cheap, convenient disposal 
for waste by-products could be a positive 
factor in drawing future industry to Romu- 
lus, as well.

But more important is the benefit 
which the EDS facility could have on our 
environment. Romulus residents have 
long suffered from the illegal dumping of 
toxins onto our land and into our ditches. 
The factthat the EDS well would offerthe 
Airport and Local industry an alternative 
to polluting our land and water was the 
chief reason that Dave Atkins, the founder 
of this paper, did not oppose the well 
project when it was first discussed back 
in 1990 — and why we continue to see it 
as a potential benefit today. 

Modern manis just now beginning to 
cope with the fact that one of the serious 
drawbacks to his high-tech life-style is 
the hazardous waste that it generates. 
The more naive residents of Romulus 
may believe that preventing EDS from 
operating its hazardous-waste injection 
well in our city will meanthat suchwastes 
will no longer be a danger to us — but 
we're betting that most people are realis- 
tic enoughto see that these wastes travel 
our roads and rails every day, and that 
we may as well do our best to deal with 
a problem that won't just go away. O

USEPAenforces strict regulations to pre- 
vent any damage to these natural rock 
seals during well operation. 

Another significant concern regard- 
ing migration of injected fluids out of a 
permitted disposal formation is the pres- 
ence of abandoned wells. Regulations 
require a demonstration that any wells 
which penetrate to the disposal zone 
(approximately 4,000 feet deep) within 
two miles of a Class | facility are properly 
plugged. There are no wells within five 
miles of the EDS facility that penetrate 
into the disposal formation. If a deepwell 
is sited, constructed, and operated ac- 
cording to the strict regulations now en- 
forced by the USEPA, it is not possible 
for waste to endanger drinking water or 
the surface environment after ithas been 
injected. Itcan be demonstrated through 
the use of worst-case scenarios and 
conservative calculations that, even af- 
ter 10,000 years, the waste will not en- 
danger the environment. 

The deepwell industry does not "in- 
ject and hope that nothing happens" as 
Stated in the recent article. To the con- 
trary, State agencies and the USEPA 
impose strict requirements on both well 
construction and operation. Operators 
are required to monitor injection activi- 
ties at all times during closely controlled 
disposal operations. Continuous record- 
ings of pressure and volume are re- 
Ported to regulatory agencies on a quar- 
terly and yearly basis. Any potentially 


significant problems can trigger an im- 

mediate automatic shut-down of the well. 

According to law, any problems must be 

promptly reported to regulators. Periodic 

testing, witnessed by the USEPA, is also 

required to confirm safe operation. After 

injection ceases, monitoring is typically 

required to ensure that no potential ex- 

ists for the waste to escape. It is impor-. 
tantto note that, after atime equivalentto 

the lifetime of active injection, there is 

almost no residual force left in the sub- 

surface to cause the injected waste to 

“come back" to the surface. Injected flu- 

ids mix with the naturally salty brine and 

will tend to sit in the disposal formation 

much like the natural brines which have 

been trapped in the deep subsurface for 
millions of years. 

It is important that government offi- 
Cials and the public have access to the 
facts regarding injection wells so that 
opinions are not formed on a basis of 
emotion, innuendo, or misunderstand- 
ing. Please feel free to contact Petrotek 
at any time if we can provide you with 
additional information regarding deepwell 
injection.
